Bringuier stated that he first 
aiet Geracl In 1963 when Gerac.1, who was of high school ace 
c^me into his store, the Casa Roca, 107 Docatu- Street. New 
Orleans, to Inquire about what he night do to assist In arv 
antl-Castro activity. Bringuier stated that ho gave Ceraci 
some material to read and at ono tlpo gave hir. so^'.e bonds to 
^he revenue would bo used to support artl- 
Fide Castro activities. Bringuier stated Geracl did not 
leoelve a cofv.isslor for selling these bonds and was not 
employed by Mm. Geracl discontinued the sale of herds as he 
claimed he was stepped by an officer, not identified w.ho 
stated he could rot sell these bonds without a permit.

Jeflorson Parish Sheriff's Office, Gretna, Louisiana, advised 
on Miy 5, 1968, that Ceraci, whoso hone address w'#s 2201 
Greon Acres Road, Metairie, Louisiana, in 1965, ran awav 
from his rosidenca on April 20, 1965. Geracl, in lac*.,' was 
under psychiatric ticitment. He affiliatod with Cub'trs who 
•ere aiiti >ridel Cast.TO In their political outlook. 
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Philip Geracl, Jr., of the above address and the lather 
III, advised on May 5, 1965. that the family physician 
his son on tranqul llzers and ordered him to receive 
c treatment. He received this treatment at the Tulane 
Medical School In Now Orleans, Gera cl. III, was to 
n appointment with his psychiatrist cn April 20, 1965 
ran away Iroro heme, and may have run auav because he^ 
might bo committed for psychiatric tr^iatment. 



On May 29, 1965^ Deputy Sheriff Itorne advised that 
Geraci, III, had been arrested at Jackson, Mississippi, and 
released to his parents in Metairie, Louisiana, in order that 
he be committed privately to an insane asylum. 



On July 30, 1965, Geraci, parents had h)m 

privately cor-nittcd to the State Hospital at M^rdevillo, 
J*^Tiislrna, lor treatment. He had been diagnosed uith 
schizophrenia reaction with obsessive conpulslvo foaturos 
and with the roconnondation for further evaluation and trea^- 
moDt.

* • Geraci, 111 was interviewed by Bureau Agop.ts cn 

Novcruber 29, 1963, concerning his meeting Lee H=irvoy C?-va}.d 
at the Casa Rcca on August 5, 1963. Inlormatioa lurnis^od 
by Geraci paralleled infox'mation regarding this Incident as 
furnished by Carlos Bringuier, above. Gejacl staled that he 
and his companion talked to Oswald for approxlm.a toly ten tc 
fifteen minutes concerning various guerilla tactics firearms 
and other subjects, Geraci stated, during this io1*-o'viow, 
.that he could not recall Oswald discussing Marxls*^, 

Communism or any other political philosophy at this tJmo, 
Geraci added that he had no further contact with Oswald 
other than that one Incident. 
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
